The annual stock report of tbo stat- 


istician of the Department of Agricul- 
ture shows tlmt prices of farm animals 
are better nustamed thnm those of other 
farm products. Horsea commspd im- 
proved prioeH in uettrly ill sections of 
tho country. ; slitop nro soiuu*h»t high- 
er than last year ; the appreciation bo- 
iug quite general, though not equnl ip 
nil states. Prices of cattle have advan- 
ced in some states from loo»l onuses, and 
reoceded in others. Milch cows in 
the South arc appreciating in value 
and declining in many of the Northern 
States. Swine bear .lower rutea gener- 
ally, though quite au high no la»t year 
in the Eastern States. 


An analysis of local differences shows 


that the prices of horseH have advanc- 
ed in Now England, Now York, Penn- 
sylvania, and in the Gulf States. 
In 


New Jersey, whore prices rulo higher, 
than in any other State, a small decline 
ia apparent, though rates aro still rela- 
tively higher, 
Somewhat lower prices 


prevail in Delaware, Maryland, Toques- 
see, nnd Kentucky. 
A slight advance 


is seen in Virginia aud in horses of full 
ago in North Carolina. 
In some states 


which produce horses for the market, 
prices are temporarily reduced and sales 
limited by the prevailing horse'disease. 
Littlt change is noted in Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. In Minnesota, Iowa and 
Nebraska, where the supply is unequal 
to the requirmcnts of widening opera- 
tions in agriculture, horses oi full ago 
bear higher prices. There is also an 
advance in California and Oregon.

The decline in hogs is qiito small in 


corn-producing states—not at all pro- 
portional ro declined in pork products.
